TORPEDO BOAT DESTROYERS. 


W ork They Are Supposed to Perform 
lo Tim e of War. 
As the nam e implies, torpedo boat 
destroyers 
were 
originally 
built 
to 
combat the sm aller torpedo boat, which 
had become such a serious m enace to 
the battleships and the large cruisers 
th a t searchlights and rapid (ire gun* 
could not be depended upon for pro­ 
tection. says a w riter In Scribner'* 
Magazine. 
Gradually, 
however, the 
duties of the destroyer were extended 
until they Include!! all th at was former­ 
ly done by the torpedo boat aud much 
besides. 
T he mere fact th at a modern de 
stroyer is three or four times as large 
as one of the earlier boats renders it 
so m uch m ore seaw orthy and capable 
of carrying so much more fuel that 
the radius of action of torpedo boat 
craft has been enormously increased, 
and they h a re become more and more 
dangerous to an enem y’s fleet. 
The duties of a modern tlotilla may 
be tabulated In this way: 
First.—Scouting. 
This comprises lo­ 
cating and reporting tile |K>sltlon of 
the enemy uml keeping In touch with 
him us long us muy be necessary. 
Second.—Protection of one’s own fl»*et 
from night attacks of the enem y’s d e­ 
stroyers. 
T his Includes not only locat­ 
ing and reporting the position of the 
hostile torjMslo craft, but. if necessary, 
attacking them with your guns and 
sinking or driving them aw ay before 
they can force home an attack against 
battleships. 
T h ir d —Attacking the battleships of 
the enemy w ith your torjHHloes. 
This 
is. of course, the param ount duty of 
every vessel in the flotilla. 
Fourth.—In addition to the above 
“regular" duties, destroyers ure fre­ 
quently used iii w hat might be called 
“gunboat w ork"—patrolling the ene­ 
m y’s coast, runu* g up his rivers where 
the big sidps cannot go, overtaking aud 
capturing bls m erchant vessels uml 
bring on troops and beld batterie* 
ashore.

In 1850 Mile. Antoinette Gander, 
named for the til fated queen of France 
who lost her bead on the guillotine, 
was one of the most attractive of the 
younger girls of New Orleans. 
The 
Crescent City w m b In those days one of 
the gayest cities, if not the gayest. In 
the United States. Being a city of tho 
French. It contained a number of em­ 
igres of the revolution whereby the 
Bourbon kings lost the throne, and 
they were of the noblesse, some of 
them having the right to titles that 
they did not use. 
New Orleans social­ 
ly was delightful, but more foreign 
than any other American city. 
Edwin W entworth, a young north 
eruer from the state of Maryland, went 
to the Crescent City to spend a winter, 
attracted thither by the refiprts of the 
unique social life. 
Haring letters to 
the "best*’ people, be was Invited ev- 
••rywhere. 
lie met Mile. Gamier, and 
a love nffair ensued. 
It was arranged 
that when the spring came on they 
should Ik* married and both go north 
to the groom’s home. 
In those days there was frequent In 
tereourse between New Orleans and 
Franc*. 
While desirable persons came 
out to the new world to make homes 
for themselves, occasionally one would 
come whose absence would have been 
In ferab le. 
Among these was Antoine 
Le Veinier, a duelist who had killed 


mo many opponents thnt he had ac­ 
quired the sobriquet of the White 
Death. 
One evening at a cafe young W ent­ 
worth taw him. asked who he was and 
on tieing told remarked in n voice loud 
enough for Le Vol*h r to hear that the 
authorities of l^mislnnn should ship 
the fellow back to France. The result 
was a challenge, 
lf Wentworth had 
come from Massachusetts or any north­ 
ern state he might have declined It 
But. tinning from a border state, in 
which dueling had not entirely di«*d 
out. be felt comi>el!ed to fight 
Ile 
was rash to have mnde the remark in 
the W hite Death’s bearing and rash 
to go on the field with one who had 
fought twenty duels and killed ten 
men. W entworth was entirely unskill­ 
ed in the use of wen (ions, and there 
was no time to iearp how to use them. 
The result was that he went out to 
meet Ilia antagonist, and another m ar 
der was done.

Mile- G arn er wan so crushed by the 
tragedy that for alf fille tier life seem 
cd to be In da tiger, aud as she recover 
ed her strength she showed signs of 
mental dom ngemeuL The social world 
saw her no more, aud so rapid are the 
changes Iii the world of fashion thai 
in a few months her place there Seemed 
to have been filled aud she forgotten. 
It was Dot long after Wentworth’s 
murder that the cholera visited A mer I 
ca. and New Orleans was not immune 
from its devastations. 
But it seemed 
that nothing could even temporarily 
obliterate 
the 
iMto|>le‘s 
desire 
for 
nuuurteuieuL A masked Dull was given J 
lu rn large hail. and, although it was I 
not an affair to call out fashipnab'e 
society, especially at such a time. many 
of the bon ton want there to divest 
themselves of the gloom surrounding 
them. 
The contrast within and without the 
half wa* a fearful one. 
Within was a 
dance of life. w ithout a dance of death 
But the death from without broke In 
among the merrymakers. 
A figure en 
tered the tm ll dressed In white dowing 
rolK*s. the mask as white as chalk, with 
great hollow eyes, a grinning mouth 
and rotten teeth 
It advanced to one 
wearing a Louis XV. costume aud 
stood staring at him.
